possible,

faithiul service will save them from dismissal. 
It leas political clans aad factions which happen 
to be ont of power, to combine—neot fer the 
sake of principles—bat for the sake of plunder. 
Its fruits are almost altogether evil, and thet 
continually. 
Of course we do pot mean to deny the imper- 
tance of eufficient deliberation to select capavie 
and honest men for the various offices of the 
country. Bot, if the infamous doctrine of the 
“spoils’’ did not prevail, the changes neces- 
sary to be made on such cecasions as the pre- 
sent, world be comparatively very few. Be- 
sides, there would be no “ spoils” —for the 
salaries of the great mass of Government off- 
cers would be redaced to a seale that would 
not entitle them to this appellation. Bat the 
present system tends to the perpetuation of all 
abuses in this respect. A salary may be enor- 
monusivy high, but the party in power—whieh- 
ever it happen to be— will not advecate its re- 
duction, because one of its members is receiv- 
ing it; while the party out of power will not, 
because that is one of the spoils which it hopes 
in its turn to enjoy 

And the consequences are what we see—the 
whole time of the new President and his Cabi- 
net engrossed im the division of the plunder, by 
means of an apothecary’s scales. And, so far 
as we can judge, the work is not one-fourth 
completed —if it ever can be completed. What 
a spectacle for the Fathers of the Republic to 
leok down upon from the ir cerulean homes— if 
they ever condescend to bend their eyes earth- 
ward upon the misersble mercenary intrigues, 
plottiags, and counter-plottings of what is now 
falsely called Politics.

He looks at the subject of slavery from an eco- 
nomieai point of view, and would abolish it by 
new modes and forms of industry, and 
thus enriching the capitalist and landholder, 
while he raised the value of labor and the le- 
borer.

Let us next suppose that the people of Vir

« We are surrounded by men who raise cot- 
ton wool, and we have im our own State land 
unoccupied that coukl furnish more shee p's wool 
than would be required for clothing half our 
nation. Within ovr limits there are water

We have coal and iron 
ore in unlimited quantity, and are dot/y wast- 
ing almost as much labor as would be required 
for making el! the cloth and iron we consume 
is a month. Nevertheless, we can make nei 
ther cloth nor iron. Many of our people have 
attempted it, but they have, almost without ex- 
ception, been ruined. When vou charge high 
prices for cloth, we build mills; but no sooner 
are they built than there come a crisis at ‘the 
mighty heart of commerce,’ and cloths are 
poured into owr markets so abundant!y and sold 
so cheaply, that our people become bankrupt 
When you cha high prices for iron, as you 
now do, we build furnaces; but no sooner are 
they ready than your periodical crisis comes, 
and then you sell iron so cheaply that the fur. 
nace-master is ruined. As &@ consequence of 
this, we are compelled to devote ourselves to 
raising tebacco and corn to go abroed, and our 
women and children are barbarived, while our 
lands are exhausted. You reerive our tobacco, 
and you pay us but three-pence for that which 
sells for six shillings, and we are thas kept 
poor. Our corn is wo bulky to go abroad in 
its rude state, and to enable it to go to market 
we are obliged to manofaccare it into negroes 
for Texas. We detest the domestic slave trade, 
and it is abhorrent to our feelings to sell a ne 
gro, but we have no remedy, nor can we have

Tose ro Crv Treaea.—From tradition, I had 
cut hoop-poles in the autumn, and fencing stuff 
in the winter, perhaps for the convenienee of 
moving rails, especially by sledding, and be. 
cause the dranght on the labor of men and 
team is less pressing than in summer; bat 1 
found that posts would rot off at the surface of 
the ground, if sandy, in a few years, and the 
sap of rails become defective, and worms and 
wet accelerate decay. It was, therefore, a 
great tax to support several hundred reds of 
post and rail fence on pine plain. In a few in- 
stances, posts were morticed at the bett, and 
sMind when the others tailed! I read of a ship 
February, aod built it; but being short of « 
few plank, he eut and sawed them in the sum. 
mer, and he lived to see the plank all a dead 
rot under the paint, except the few cut last, 


In 1846, I designed to make posts of several 
large oak trees, and it was quite an object to 
peel them for tanners’ bark, so I waited tili the 
summer's solstice, cut and peeled, and made 
them into posts, which stamd well to this day. 
At the same time, I split some staves and cut 
some poles as hoops for a pork barrel, which 
was made, and though the bark peeled trom 
the hoops the first year, they are now as sound 
and tight as ever, while I have formerly lost 
much by their failure in damp cellars, some- 
times in a single year. I have beon thas par- 
tieular to convinee the skeptical, by assigning 
my experience of the profit of cutting and peel 
ing when all the saccharine portion of the sap 
is in the full leaf, when the peeled surface dries 
and becomes hard and impervious to water,— 
and also, the reason why I set the tops of posts 
downwards. In addition to this, if lime-mortar 
is put round posts, I reckon that the man will 
not live to see them need re-setting— Corres.

ALL Poratoss.—A correspondent of the 
Germantown Telegraph states his mode of 
planting and tilling potatoes—among other mat-

“LT always plant those that are too small to 
take to market, cutting them inte two or foor 
pieces, acoording to their size, and drop from 
ten to twelve inches apart in the furrow. 

“I believe my potatoes grow as large from 
the seed I plant, as they would from: the largest 
leovld pick out, as they have not degeacra- 
ted any in the last ten years. 1 once planted 
two rows through the middle of the fleld with 
the largest I could pick out of the heap, and 
Without cutting them; the pleats looked more 
thrifty than those of the rest of the fleld, as long 
as they derived their nourishment from the po- 
tato; but when that rotted, they did not grow any 
faster than the others; they ripened a week 
sSoner, but were no larger, nor were there any 
mere of them

We recently met 
him ond inquired about the potato crop, and 
was told that he obtained @ good yield of fine 
potatocs,

that a remedy hav been discovered which ef- 
fectually prevents the ravages of the bee moth. 
The freqvent and serious injury caused by this 
pestiferous insect, has deterred many persons 
from entering into the business of raising bees, 
more especially as in some localities the ravages 
have been so great as nearly to destroy both 
bees and honey. The plan is this: split Joints 
of cane through the centre and arrange them on 
the foar sides of the hive, with the split mde 
resting on the platform.
